The wheat distribution was con 
eluded in June, 1933, and final dis 
tribution of cotton clothing is occur­ 
ring In the fall months. 
In handling these tasks voted to 
it by Congress, the Red Cross will 
expend from its own treasury $735,- 
000. At the same tim e the organisa 
tlon carried on its regular program 
of disaster relief; of service to the 
veterans of all our wars; of educa­ 
tional and welfare work through the 
Junior Red Cross; of health educa 
lion and public health nursing and 
of life saving and first aid. Funds 
for this work come from the mem­ 
bership roll call the Red Cross chap­ 
ters conduct from Amistice Day to 
Thanksgiving Day, when every one 
is invited to join the Red Cross and 
aid in this vital relief work.

NLY a few years ago we had to depend upon springs 
to keep time. If someone forgot to wind the clock, 
Johnny and Mary were tardy for school, father was late 
arriving at work, and the whole household was upset. 
Even when the clock got lasy and dragged along behind 
time or when in a sudden spurt of ambition it raced 
ahead of all the other clocks in the neighborhood, the 
family routine was upset. 
But today, thanks to the electric power companies, 
winding clocks and keeping their speed regulators ad­ 
justed Is a thing of the past. Spring-wound clocks are as 
old-fashioned as the doorbell with a long wire, which, 
when pulled, set a little bell to Jingle back in the house 
somewhere. 


Today almoat without exception powerhouses so regu­ 
late the frequency of their alternating electric current 
that the same outlet th at supplies electricity for lighting, 
heating and power also offers accurate time—time that 
is checked regularly for its accuracy. 
Time from light sockets was made possible by the in­ 
vention of the self-starting synchronous telechron motor 
by Henry E. Warren. That sounds a little complicated, 
but it isn’t. It means in simple words that the speed of 
the motor is synchronized with that of the generators in 
the powerhouse so that when the hands of the clock are 
geared to the tiny motor they keep accurate time. Actu­ 
ally in Greek telechron means ‘time from a distance” 
which is just what electric power companies are offering 
today.
